Israeli and Syrian border forces are again occurring. 
The Israelis continue to send patrols into the demili- 
tarized zone along the border in order to demonstrate 
their "control” over the zone, despite the UN Truce 
Supervision Organization's complaint that these patrols 
are provocative. Since their pumping station for divert- 
ing water from the Jordan River went into operation, 
the Israelis have become more concerned about control 
of the border area, wh ile the belligerence of Syrian 
troops has increased.^ 
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
